Allison M. Mac Marland, who is chars 
ed with the murder of his wife. Mac­ 
Farland was Indicted on October 25, 
1911, and his first trial took place rn 
the early p a n of the 
present 
year. 
The prosecution had little direct evi­ 
dence iii that sensational 
case 
and 
the case hinged practically upon the 
admission of the “Bunny Letters,” a 
number 
of 
affectionate 
missives 
which MacFarland had received from 
Miss Florence Bromley, 
his 
former 
stenographer, 
and which tended 
to 
show that Mac Pa eland 
was 
in 
love 
with the writer and had expressed the 
intention of ridding himself 
of 
his 
wile. Notwithstanding the 
strenuous 
objections of the defense the 
letters 
were admitted as evidence and, after 
a trial extending over several weeks, 
MacFarland was found guilty of mur­ 
der iii the first degree and sentenced 
to death. 
His lawyers appealed to the Court 
of Errors and Appeals and the latter, 
after a careful review’ of the case de­ 
cided thai the lower court had erred 
in admitting 
ie “ Bunny le tte rs” as 
evidence and that Hie Justice presid­ 
ing at the trial had erred in his in­ 
structions to the jury, permitting the 
jurors to base their judgment upon 
these letters. 
The decision 
of 
the 
trial court was reversed and the case 
remanded for a new trial. The latter 
was finally set for next Monday. 
Allison M. MacFarland was born in 
Thomaston, 
.Me., 
about 
thirty-five 
years ago and received a fair educa­ 
tion, including two 
years 
of 
high 
school and a course at a commercial 
school at Rockland, Me. 
It was 
at 
Rockland, in the fall 
of 
1897 
that 
MacFarland 
met 'Evelyn 
Crockett. 
They became engaged and on 
Octo­ 
ber J, ID OO, they were married at the 
Methodist church 
in Rockland. 
For 
one year or more they continued to 
live in Rockland, then they removed 
to Quincy, Mass., where MacFarland 
obtained a position as foreman in the 
Fore River Iron Works. One year lat­ 
er they moved to New York, then to 
Chicago, then to Michigan and finally 
to Philadelphia, m i l e in Philadelphia 
MacFarland invented an automobile 
tire and a company of wealthy men 
was formed to put the invention in 
the market. Offices were opened and 
Miss Florence Bromley was engaged 
as stenographer. 


MacFarland soon became infatuated 
with his stenographer and his atten­ 
tions to her caused serious domestic 


York over night aud when they reach 
ed their home in Newark on the fol­ 
lowing morning, they found Mrs. Mac­ 
Farland dead upon her bed, with her 
little daughter playing near her. 
At the investigation by the Coroner 
it was shown that Mrs. MacFarland 
bad been 
poisoned 
by 
cyanide 
of 
potassium, a solution of which drug 
had been contained in a blue bottle 
that had formerly contained bromide, 
which Mrs. MacFarland had been in 
the habit of taking for her frequent 
headaches. 
It was 
suspected 
that 
MacFarland had placed the poison in 
the bottle with the expectation that 
his wile wrouid'take the poison by mis 
take, when in need of a headache rem 
edy and when other circumstantial 
evidence had been found, showing the 
relations 
between 
MacFarland 
and 
Miss Bromley and thus establishing a 
motive, MacFarland was held to the 
grand jury. His indictment and trial 
followed. Among the effects of Mac­ 
Farland a number of* lepers 
were 
found which Miss Bromley had writ­ 
ten to him and his 
final 
conviction 
rested mainly upon their incriminat­ 
ing evidence.
